accepted the declaration of the Unit­ 
ed States in tho submarine contro­ 
versy, and today Count 
Von 
Bern- 
storff gave oral and written assur­ 
ances that no more passenger ships 
w ill bo sunk by German submarines 
without warning. 
These assurances 
“were conveyed in a letter received by 
Secretary Lansing: 
“ My Dear Secretary: 
W ith refer­ 
ence to our conversation of this morn­ 
ing, I beg to inform you. 
Passenger 
liners will not hereafter be sunk by 
our submarines without warning and 
search, and withou: securing safety 
for the lives of non-combatants, pro­ 
vided fibe liners do not attempt to es­ 
cape or offer resistance. 
Although I 
know' you do not wish to discuss the 
Lusitania incident until the negotia­ 
tions about tim Arabic are settled, I 
want to say this policy was decided 
on before the Arabic 
incident 
oc­ 
curred. 
r have no objection to you 
making use of the above information 
any way you choose. 
I remain, M y 
Dear Mr. Lansing, your very sincerely, 
J. Von Bernstorff.” 
Secretary Lansing, after receipt of 
the letter, had little to say other than 
the folowing: 
“ In view7 of the clearness of the 
foregoing, it seems needless to make 
comment other than to say it appears 
to be a recognition of the fundamental 
principle for wrhich w*e have contend­ 
ed.” 
The letter was forwarded to Pres­ 
ident Wilson immediately. 
No formal 
comment was made at 
the 
W hite 
House, but there w'as 
evidence 
of 
gratification that the submarine crisis 
w'^s passed. 
Inasmuch as it seems 
to have been established that the 
submarine "that sunk the,‘ Arabic has 
been destroyed, 
the 
exact 
circum­ 
stances of that affair may never be 
determined. 
Reports on this will now 
be confined solely to the statements 
from the British and Americans, who 
w'ere on board the Arabic when it 
was sunk. 
The German government’s state­ 
ment that before the sinking of the 
Arabic submarines had been ordered 
to not sink any more passenger ships, 
may be taken as a disavowal of that 
act. The cases of Americans w'bo lost 
their lives w ill probably be taken up 
in further proceedings. 
Secretary Lansing had refused to 
discusse the Lusitania case until the 
Arabic incident was disposed of. Now 
it is believed the way is opened for 
considering the Lusitania. 
Apparent- 
, ly the American government has ac 
cepted the German 
declaration 
as 
Tweeting its attitude toward the treat 
meat of neutral shipping as well as 
passenger-carrying vessels. 
Coun* Van Bcrnstorff, in his letter 
referred 
liners and it is taken to

freighting vessels. 
At the state de­ 
partment the German ambassador’s 
letter was considered as covering, all 
the American government has con 
tended for. 
It is generally acknowledged that 
in making concessions to the United 
States, Germany

with neutral trade. 
The position of the United States 
with one belligerent could not be con­ 
ditioned on its relation with another, 
it is pointed out, and President W il­ 
son wrould not act with Great Britain

Hog cholera is making its appear­ 
ance in many localities throughout the 
state, and, as this is the season of the 
year that the disease begins to spread 
rapidly, it behooves every farmer and 
stock raiser to do everything possi­ 
ble to keep the infection away from 
his neighbor's hogs as well as his own. 
In this connection we wish to call your 
attention to a few" 
“Don'ts,” 
which 
will be of great assistance. 
Don’t go into your neighbor’s hog 
lot if you have sick hogs at home, and 
don’t allow him to come into your 
lot if his hogs are sick. 
Don’t, go near 
any 
public 
stock 
yards, unless you disinfect your shoes 
before going into your hog lot. 
Don't bury the carcass of a hog 
that dies; hum it. 
Don’t feed the carcass of any other 
animal to your hogs: bury deep and 
cover with quick lime, or burn it. 
Don’t allow your hogs to have ac­ 
cess to running stream s; they may be 
full of cholera germs. 
Don’t let your hog prowl around, 
day or night, if there are any sick 
hogs anywhere in the county he is 
liable to bring the disease home.

Dewey,

Asiatic squadron, then awaiting orders 
it Hong Kong, 
The m essage read: 
•‘War

commenced 
between 
Spain and the United States. Proceed 
at once to the Philippine Islands. Cap­ 
ture or destroy the Spanish ships. 
Use the utm ost endeavor.” 
It was on the sixth day after the 
receipt of these orders 
that Dewey 
reported his great victory in the bat­ 
tle of Manila Bay. 
As to the m essage 
which had thus- sent the fleet into 
action, Secretary Long once said: 
“My name wras at the bottom. Glor­ 
ious dispatch! 
I should rather like 
to have the credit of it. 
But it was 
not mine.

The Hague, Netherlands, Sept. 3.— 
Report^ of Dutch colonial expeditions 


which 
have 
recently completed the 
preliminary exploration of Dutch New 


Guinea bring to, light many stories of 


remarkable 
feats 
of endurance and 
discovery. 
For about seven years of­ 
ficers of the Dutch 
Colonial 
army 
with 
European 
and native soldiers 
and coolies have been making a com­ 
plete map of the colony and this w’ork 
is now* finished. 
Dutch New Guinea 
is about fourteen times as large as 
the Netherlands and wms settled by a 
few Dutchmen as long ago as 1828, 
but was not officially recognized as a 
colony 
late 
last century’. 
It com- 
prices the greater part of the island 
of Papua in the South sea. 
In 
the 
course of the map wmrk, 
which was attended by great difficul­ 
ties and some loss of life, all the mem­ 
bers of the expeditionary force under­ 
went severe privations and suffered 
considerable 
sickness. 
Their 
lives 
were in danger from hostile natives 
as they passed up unknown rivers and 
cut their way through almost impene­ 
trable virgin bush or clambered high 
mountains covered with eternal snow’ 
and never before ascended by white 
men. 
The country was found to be fairly 
thickly populated in some parts and 
the natives in thf interior were among 
the most primitive in the w’orld. Many 
of them had never before come into 
contact with white men and fled at 
their approach, so that the explorers 
in some instances could not obtain 
data as to their customs, language, 
measurements or mode of living. 
Nearly all were found to be in their 
absolute natural state 
and 
without 
clothing. 
The grown 
men’s 
noses 
were pierced with bamboo canes and 
it appeared that this was done with 
great ceremony after a certain age 
had 
been 
attained. 
Amid feasting 
I and dancing, the first hole is pierced 
with a finely pointed sago thorn and 
(he aperture is gradually enlarged in 
live operations until the requisite size 
has been reached for the insertion of 
Hie cane, which afterwards is never 
removed. The women of some tribes 
had a slight covering consisting of a 
short skirt of woven leaves. 
Some of the tribes 
were 
hostile 
head hunters and attacked the explor­ 
ers with bows and arrows and short 
hardwood spears whose points were 
sometimes formed of bone. Others of 
the natives were peacefully inclined 
and willing in return for a few trin­ 
kets to permit the explorers to make 
all the necessary observations with­ 
out interference. 
The natives appear to cling mostly 
to the banks of 
the many 
rivers, 
where they live in carefully construct­ 
ed habitations built in the trees or on 
lilies tw’enty or thirty feet high. 
In 
the far interior, however, many set­ 
tlements were fomid composed 
of 
substantial 
buildings supported 
by 
thick tree trunks and covered with 
roofs of the large dried leaves of trop­ 
ical plants 
In fact, several of the 
dwellings were divided into various 
apartments—a large one in the center 
for the men and boys and separate 
ones for each woman. 
In the coastal 
lands 
the natives 
construct their huts or rather arbors 
in a long line, like 
a 
street, each 
habitation supported by’ 
the 
next 
one. Many of the coast people 
had 
iireviously become 
acquainted with 
white men who 
had 
come to hunt 
birds of paradise, and they also knew 
that money was valuable. 
The knowledge of metals among 
the natives is very limited and their 
cutting tools are stone axes and flint 
chisels. 
With 
these 
some 
of the 
tribesmen managed 
th 
carve orna­ 
ments on their 
pirogues 
or canoes, 
their oars and little figures 
for the 
adornment of their habitations. 
Some kind of superstitious belief is 
prevalent in the 
interior, 
for each 
habitation in the settlements has its 
ow’n god. usually in the shape of a 
large turtle shell, on which is stuck 
a fish head. 
Hunting and fishing are the main 
occupations of the natives, but in the 
interor many of 
the 
habitants are 
surrounded by patches for the culture 
of root crops and sugar canc, which, 
with fish and sago, 
form 
The main 
food of the people, w’ho are very fond 
of lobsters and 
mussels, w’hich are 
plentiful. 
Every where tl»e cou n try is infested 
with snakes and 
the 
rivers swarm 
wit Ii alligators, but a n n u ls are not

By this m eans a fire 
of any size may be produced and if 
the fire is large enough
